ITH a baked ham in the house, 
We- housewife is ready for any 

emergency. For unexpected 
guests, or family meals called for 
on short notice, nothing quite takes 
the place of this healthful and de- 
Ncidée meat. 

A whole ham of average weight 
‘serves sixteen to twenty people. 
The usual methods of cooking are 
baking or boiling with or without 
epinach or cabbage. 

To boil ham in the best manner, 
soak it in cold water over night, 
pour off the water, tie in a clean 
cloth and cook in boiling water, 


allowing twenty minutes to ‘ihe 
pound. 
An excellent method of baking 


ham is to plunge the ham into boil- 
ing water for ten minutes, and let 
simmer slowly for two hours. Then 
take out, and remove the skin ex- 
cept around the knuckle. Put into 
a roasting pan yith the fat side up 
and bake slowly for one hour, bas=- 
ing frequently with a mixture of 1 
cup vinegar, 1 cup hot water in

made of pleces of cold steak, cold 
roast or boiled meats that happen 
to at hand, always adding a 
little ld boiled ham for flavor.

To 1% 
cups of thin cream sauce add 1% 
cups cold diced ham, 1 tablespoon 
minced pimento, 1 8 tablespoon 
chopped olives, and % tablespoon 
salt and pepper mixed. Toast the 
hollow bréad squares, or brown in 
deep fat. Fill with the creamed 
ham and garnish with parsley. 

Cold diced ham makes an excel- 
lent filling for tomatoes, ~ Peel five 
ripe \tomatoes, discard the stem 
ends and remove the center pulp 
and fill with a mixture of 4 table- 
spoons of diced celery, % cup of 
cold diced ham and % cup of 
salad dressing. Arrange on plat- 
ter and serve any remaining filling 
at sides of each tomato. 

An unusual and appetizing dish 
is ham risotto. In % tablespoon 
of butter fry % cup of diced ham 
and 1 teaspoon of chopped onion; 
add % cup of unoosoked rice, 2 
cups of boiling water, % teaspoon 
of salt and a dash of pepper and 


nutmeg. Lat thie boil about 20 
minutes. Uncover and set. in 
oven 10 minutes. Add 2 table- 


spoons of butter and 2 of grated 
cheese. Mix well and gerve hot. 

Diced ham makes a delicious 
dish when escalloped with peanut 
greased beking dish 2 cups of 
diced ham, 8 tablespoons of pea- 
nut butter, % jcup of ~»bread 
crumbs, 3 cups of diced potatoes, 
% cup of diced celery. Pour over 
the top 1 cup of thin white sauce 
and bake 30 minutes in a mod- 
erate oven.

Adopts Sealed Set Idea. 
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Radio: Plays Important Part in 
Recent Round-the-World Flight 


H® round-the-world flight which 

I hag practically been complicted was 

made possible by radio, and to radio 
shogld go at least part of the credit. 
This is the opinion of officials who had 
charge of the remarkable undertaking 
of the round-the-world flyers. 

Had it not been for radio the flyers 
would have met disaster before they left 
the American continent. Only with 
radio did the flyers have a chance of 
successfully making the dangerous jump 
from Ivigtut to Labrador. 

During the entire flight radio was the 
means of getting to the f'yers something 
almost as vital as the fucl they used to 
drive their motors; this was information 
as to what weather conditions would be 
ahead of them. 

Perhaps it could be said without fear 
of contradiction that the real guide of 
the round-the-world flight was the 
weather man. Army officials, of course, 
had entire charge of the flight and they 
gave the word as to when and how the 
flight should be made. But actually the 
weather man was the one who told the 
flyers when to go and when not to go. 

For several weeks before the round- 
the-world flight began preparations were 
made by the Weather Bureau, War and 
Navy Departments for getting weather 
information to the aviators by radio. 
When the planes first jumped off it was 
with minute information as to just what 


sort of weather they could expect ahead 
of them during the entire flight of- that 
day. Ever since the day of the start 
the aviators have recctved twice a day 
by radio a report on weather conditions 
which informed them whether they 
could or could not make a jump. 

Weather Bureau officials are extreme- 
ly proud of the accuracy of their predic- 
tiong to the world flyers. 

“We have furnished the world flyers 
with two radio forecasts every day since 
Aug. 1,” said Edgar B. Calvert, chief of 
the forecast division of the Weather Bu- 
rean, “and every one of them have been 
right.” . 

It was at Seattle that the weather 
man played his first conspicuous part in 
the world flight. The planes were ready 
te ledve for Alaska. M. B. Summers, the 
local observer at Seattle, cautioned them 
to hold off, that they would run into 
storm weather. Had they done other- 
wise they would have run into a storm 
so big that it would have meant dis- 
aster. A few days later Mr. Summers 
told them that if they left they would 
have favorable weather conditions. His 
prediction proved true. 

The most dangerous part of the jour- 
ney, however, was from Ivigtut to Lab- 
rador. Generally, this time of the year 
fogs and storms make it almost impos- 
sible for a plane to make such a jump. 
It was for this reason that many pre- 


dictions were made that the flyers would 
have to winter in Greenland. 

On Thursday the Weather PDureau 
sent the flyers a tersely werded radio 
message warning them that a storm was 
blowing up and would reach them 
Friday. On Wednesday another message 
with practically the same substance was 
forwarded by-radio. On Thursday th: 
weather man reported to the flyers that 
the storm would pass them Friday. 

On Friday radio brought to the flyers 
these glad tidings: ‘ 

“Weather comlitions Saturday and 
Sunday will likely be the most favorable 
of any next few days, as the northwest 
distribution will probably cause stormy 
weather Monday and Tuesday.” 

This message meant to the flyers that 
they could go; Friday night they received 
unother forecast confirming the one 
earhier in the day. They did not hesi- 
tate, but made the jump which carried 
them to Ice Tickle, Labrador, practically 
completing the history-making flight. 

The intricate way in which the weath- 
er man collected observations and made 
forecasts for the world flyers is intense- 
ly interesting. It is something Uke a 
well-played game of chess or checkers. 
First off, the weather man collected re- 
ports from ail sections of the world, in- 
cluding even reports from the battleships 
located off Greenland and vessels in all

intermediate frequency transformers have been designed to give maxi- 
mum amplification. After the signa) has passed through these three 
stages it is passed on to the second detectgr which rectifies the signal, 
which ts now ready for amplification at audio frequencies. 

Wher care has been taken with the construction the result wil) 
be a receiver which has the knife like sharpness which is so essential 
in long @'stance reception. The words “distance: reception” hold a 
world of interest for thousands of radio enthusiasts and ! wisb to 
go down as saying right here that it is not fair to expect the im- 
possible from any super-heterodyne receiver. That is to say. if 
your friend ts using a smal) single tabe receiver and he has been 
able to hear Nebraska on it, do not expect a receiver having seven 
more tubes to reach seven times the distance; in radio, thinge do 
not multiply that way. On the other hand | do not hesitate to say 
that a super-heterodyne, when.groperly made operated, iw the 
most sensitive receiver known and its development is the latest 
contribution of mote to radio. = 

{t te e wel) known fact that summer weather matarally limits the 
range of any receiver and the super-heterodyneé is no exception. Dur- 
ing the summer months ea certaip amount of static. or strays, is 
always itn the alr, and a sensitive receiver is not necessary to bear 
these disturbances; bat as the cooler weather arrives, and the air 
clears up, except on rare occasions, when snow static te encountered, 
it ts at this period when the value of an ultra sensitive receiver is 
shown up at its dest, enabling one to get remarkable distances when 
down {to the static level prevalent.at the time. and in most cases 
with loud speaker volume. 

But this ts the proper time to build such a receiver, so that when 
the good weather ts again with as no time wil] be lost in construc- 
tiona! details.

NECESSARY PARTS. 


Before going into the parts necessary for the building of the re- 
cetver, let me caution the builder it always pays to obtain the best 
material. It ie foolhardy to spend time and money constructing a 
receiver of this type with high loss variable condensers, leaky sockets 
and paper fixed condgnsers. No matter how much care is taken in 
getting the ‘set wired correctly; if the above parts are used, broad 
tuning is sure to be the result and much dissatisfaction on the part 
of' the builder, who will not think kindly of the writer nor the manu- 
facturer of the eszsentia) parts of the set.

Scientists Trying to Solve Static 


which has 

bothered radio 

listeners for all the long years 
that radio telegraphy and _ telephony 
have been in use, is now causing much 
d:scussion in France. The French scien- 
tists, slow to take serious offense at 
such a bothersome item—more apt to 
shrug expressive shoulders and struggle 
along—have at last turned their full 
attention to the solution of the puzzle. 
Thty have developed several interesting 
ideas, if not actually a solution, 


The study of atmospheric disturbances 
by one entire branch of the Govern- 
mental meteorological service is one 
sep that has been taken toward elimin- 
ating static. This study is being. made 
at considerable cost by Capt. R. Bureau 
of Paris, whose discoveries and theories 
have already been discussed before the 
French Academy of Sciences. 


Second on the list of French static in- 
vestigators—and even more important 
if his claims be true—is an engineer of 
the official Posts and Telegraph Serv- 
ice, M. Verdan of Strasburg. He main- 
tains that he has discovered a way of 
climinating all parasites from radio 
telegraphic communications. 


Only a brief description of his appar- 
.tus is obtainable as yet. It suggests in 
some ways the system of John Hay; 
Hammond for secret communication. M. 
Verdan claims that by a special system 
of predetermined tangling and untang- 
ling of the signals, all impulses not 
meant for the set receiving the message 
will be eliminated automatically. Static 
will drop out just as effectively as will

operators and ~- 


an interfering, uncoded message. 

The receiving apparatus is supplied 
with a printing machine somewhat like 
the Creed or Wheatstone types of auto- 
matic receivers. This apparatus is so 
connected wih the antenna that it ac- 
tually rejects any extraneous signals, 
either from other stations or from nat- 
ural causes, which come through the an- 
tenna to it. Another big advantage of 
this new system, says M. Verdan, is that 
two-way work can be handled without 
having to separate the transmitting and 
receiving antenna. Simultaneous mes- 
sages flash out and in without any in- 
terference, all sorting being done by the 
automatic apparatus. \. 

A third recent contribution to static 
theory is the idea that static and earth- 
quakes go together. This theory nas 
just been advanced by a French radio 


‘operator and writer, M. Robert Lenter, 


one of the best known contributors te 
the - Parisian radio newspaper L/ An- 
tenne, 

In citing his examples: M. Lenier 
points out that he has not taken into ac- 
count in his studiés such districts as are 
known to be subject to continuous dis- 


_ , turbances during the summer months, 


but merely those parts of the earth 
where a heavy static discharge would 
be unusual and noticeable. ' At the time 
of the Japangse earthquake he received 
many reports from the Mediterranean of 
a remarkably heavy static display on 
the same date and almost at the same 
hours during which the earth . tremors 
were going on. This static” discharge 
made itself felt on both sides of the 
earth at the same time.
